Patrick-Lucey*s long, and successful 


drive for'the gubernatorial nomination of 
the Wisconsin Democratic Party recalls the 
advice of a celebrated American political 
figure of an earlier time who remarked 
that the fast horse doesn't always win the 
race. But the assumption that he will is the 
prudent way to make a wager, 
he 


cautioned. 


Lucey's success in the primary election 


was forecast in all of the usual tests of a 
political campaign. He was running as one 
of the party's senior leaders, with the 
greatest name familiarity, the best per- 
sonal organization, the most useful cam- 
paign management experience, and with 
the 
advantage of a division 
of 
his 


opposition assured by the competition of 
three other aspirants. 


The question he faces today is what 


value the nomination that was so costly for 
him in money and energy and divisive 
rivalry during a long campaign may have. 
In most assessments, 
Republican 
Gov. 


Knowles is the favorite against him in 
November, even as Lucey was clearly in 
the favorite's role in the contest for the 
leadership of the Democratic Party. 


Lucey will start his final campaign with 


much of his campaign chest spent. He will 
get comparatively little help from ticket 
teammates who are little known on their 
own account. Animosity within the party 
may linger, and especially in Dane County 
where candidate David Carley ran strong- 
ly, and where Lucey acknowledges formid- 
able enemies in influential places. 


Will Lucey get the kind of financial 


support from organized labor that other 
Democrats have learned to rely upon 
crucially? Most of all, will he be able to 
exploit any popular issues? The experi- 
mental approaches of his long campaign 
showed no major or responsive themes, as 


far as the cautious Republican high 
command can see. 


Lucey will be challenging'an incumbent 


governor who is the hardest campaigning 
Republican politician of the decade, and 
who has outpointed Lucey in exposure and 
acquaintance with rank and file voters. 
Knowles' campaign funds are virtually 
intact. His campaign organization and the 
regular party machinery are unified. There 
were 
no nomination contests in the 


Republican column to exhaust energies of 
the campaign troops or to injure their 
morale. 


The Lucey command of his state party 


ticket will magnify the impression that 
Tuesday's voting was an oblique gesture of 
Wisconsin backing for the aspirations of 
Sen. Robert Kennedy of New York with 
respect to future national politics. 


Doubtless the election was encouraging 


if the Kennedy family is interested in 
friendly party leaders here. But it won't be 
especially meaningful unless Lucey also 
wins the November election. If he loses 
decisively, he is not likely to be able to 
control the party machinery now under the 
management of the Sen. Gaylord Ifelson 
faction of the party. If Lucey should top- 
ple Knowles, he would almost surely move 
for the reorganization of the party machine 
with the intention of intervening in nation-, 
al politics according to whatever wishes his 
Kennedy family friends might indicate. 
Senator Nelson regarded that possibility as 
real enough to divorce himself from the 
primary campaign altogether, in spite of 
the anxious pleas of his friend David 
Carley. 


At any rate, with the primaries out of 


the way. the state campaign can now 
proceed. There are a number of serious 
decisions facing the state of Wisconsin in 
the next few years, and the governor 
candidate? will serve the public best by 
exposing them to full debate. 


The City's Labor Negotiations 


There seems to be a major void in the 


way the City of Appleton's various boards, 
commissions 
and 
agencies 
negotiate 


annually with employee groups on wages, 
hours and fringe benefits. Coordination 
and communication appears lacking as 
evidenced by the "shotgun" manner in 
which some municipal bodies exert their 
independence at the expense of the tax- 
payers. 


Earlier in the year the city hired a 


personnel director who maintains an office 
at the City Hall, and has been working 
closely 
with • the 
Common 
Council's 


Personnel Committee in its dealings with 
various employee groups. However, in the 
meantime there are other city agencies and 
boards proceeding on their own with the 
Personnel Committee, Finance Committee 
and Council having no idea as to what is 
transpiring or when to expect to receive 
budget requests for salaries. 


This is an unfortunate and slipshod 


situation and should be corrected so that 
when the annual city-wide budget is up for 
adoption salary appropriations for various 
departments, boards, agencies and com- 
missions will be listed individually rather 
than just having one lump sum set aside, 
or making an adjustment to the budget 
after a public hearing and its official 
passage. 


Negotiations are carried on annually 


between the city and its agents with unions 
and associations representing the employ- 
ees in the Public Works Department, Park 
Department, Water Department, Fire and 
Police Departments, sewage disposal plant, 
bridgetenders and public school teachers, 
among others. 


With the labor-management scope of 


municipal government and public school 
operation having broadened its scope in 
recent years, the question arises as to 
whether the City of Appleton should hire 
one full-time negotiator to handle these 
matters and'represent the general public 
at the bargaining table.

Department 
at 
times 


contracts for the services of a professional 
negotiator and the Board of Education has 
entertained the idea of hiring one, too, 
under the heading "employees personnel 
counselor." 


It would seem the logical procedure 


would 
be 
for 
the 
city's 
Personnel 


Department to handle negotiations for all, 
including the School Board, and contract 
for 
the 
services 
of 
a professional 


negotiator if necessary. In this way there 
would be some continuity in the manner in 
which local government deals with the 
question of wages, fringe benefits and 
other matters rather than have splinter- 
type negotiating with the left hand not 
knowing what the right is doing. 


Riding a Bulldozer to Freedom 


Whatever the merits of the debate over 


whether the United States should have 
tried to prevent the construction of the 
Berlin Wall, there can be no argument 
with the fact that the periodic dramas of 
escape recorded at the Wall establish for 
all the world to see which side of Germany 
people prefer to live and which side in the 
Cold War must use bullets to keep its 
citizens from fleeing. 


In the latest dramatic escape, two 


young men. their pregnant wives, and a 
four-year-old son of one of the couples 
crashed through four barbed wire fences 
in a bulldozer they had taken from their 
place 
of 
employment, 
a nationalized 


construction company garage about 800 
yards from the border. Anticipating that 
they would be fired upon, the men had 
added 
steel plates 
and rags to the 


bulldozer in an attempt to stop bullets. 


The young men were correct in their 


assumption. East German border guards 
fired more than 100 shots at the bulldozer, 
and one of the men and one of the women 
received minor wounds. 


At a time when Eastern European 


nations and the United States are supposed 
to be drawing closer because of a softening 
of hardline attitudes and a realization that 
there may be no other choice in an atomic 
age, it seems incongruous that two young 
families would have to put their lives on 
the line because of a decision to move to 
West Germany. Any time there is a 
temptation to downgrade the differences 
between the free society of the West and 
the government-imposed restricted life of 
a communist state as really no longer of 
much importance in this sophisticated age, 
the 
life-or-death decisions involved in 


incidents like the bulldozer dash for 
freedom should be quietly thought about.

the danger in a man with a 
spacious mind and a small 
character; but we are not 
aware of equal, if different, 
dangers in a man with a lofty 
character and a small mind. 


The brilliance of an lago or 


a Richard III cannot conceal 
their lamentable deficiencies 
of character; but if we study 
history, instead of literature, 
we snail 
find 
that more 


troubles have been visited 
upon humanity by the well- 
meaning, upright man with a 
deplorable deficiency of mind. 


For every war that has been 


started by an unscrupulous 
genius, a dozen have been 
started 
by honorable men 


whose narrow and rigid men- 
tality made it impossible for 
them to see beyond the ends of 
their noses. 


The tragic mistakes of the 


British Empire in the 18th and 
19th Centuries were not the 
result of intellectual cunning, 
but the stupidity of men who 
were not broad enough to 
foresee the evil consequences 
of colonialism and imperial- 
ism. 


And, in Germany, the men 


who paved the way for Hitler 
were honorable, patriotic dul- 
lards like Hindenburg, whose 
moral rectitude covered an 


abyss of ignorance and befud- 
dlement. 


We appreciate good charac- 


ter because we know that it 
means well toward us; and we 
suspect 
brilliance of mind 


because we know that, unless 
checked by a high ethical 
sense, it can be fatally used 
against us. We feel more 
comfortable with amiable sim- 
plicity than we do with the 
complex personality of a first- 
rate mind. 


This is only natural, but It 


would be prudent for us to be 
as aware of the perils on the 
one side as on the other. The 
ideal answer, of course, is a 
man who has both character 
and brains; but a Lincoln or a 
Lee arises with pathetic rare- 
ness in the history of mankind. 


According to the Buddhists, 


there are only three sins: ill- 
will, sensuality, and stupidity. 
We may not look upon stupid- 
ity as a sin, for it is not a 
voluntary act 
— but 
the 


consequences of a 
limited 


mind can be as damaging as 
the consequences of ill-will 
or unbridled appetites. 


But as long as the world 


lives in fear, we shall respond 
to people emotionally, not 
rationally. The man of charac- 
ter soothes our fears and gives 
us the faith that somehow we 
shall muddle through together. 


In the highly organized, not 


to say explosive, society of the 
20th Century, this is scarcely a 
sensible or farsighted attitude 
to have. 


Knowledge without charac- 


ter is wicked, and character 
without knowledge is wasteful. 
We tell the man of mind, "It 
is not enough;" we should tell 
the man of character the 
same.

where jobs await them. 


Jobs Available 


More than 1,100 unskilled job 


openings are on file with his 
Green Bay office, Huntley said, 
but the problem lies in getting 
the Indians to take the jobs, 
which they cannot reach and 
from which they feel they have 
been excluded in the past. 


No job discrimination against 


the Oneidas exists in the Green 
Bay area, Huntley said. Instead 
the Oneidas discriminate 
against themselves. 


About 350 Oneida families live 


In the area and most could 
reach the jobs available in the 
Green Bay area if some form of 
transportation existed, Huntley 
said. 


Public transportation facilities 


are not timed to be readily 
useable by job seekers and few 
Oneidas own cars capable of 
traveling the 10 miles to Green 
Bay. 


Major Obstacle 


•He reported that despite the 
apparent short distance, the trip 
presents a major obstacle to 
Oneida job seekers because no 
other form of transportation 
exists.
